STANDARD OIL'S CHIEF CHEMIST. 


Hermon Frasch, who Discovered the 
Process for Refining Lima oil, 
is now in the Southern Fields 
His Comparison of the Beau- 
montand Jennings Fields—Re- 
port that he has Quit the Stand- 
ard and will Build a Refinery at 
Jennings. 

Hermon Frasch, for many 
vears chief chemist of the Stand. 
ard Oil Company, with head- 
quarters at Cleveland, O., and 
principal owner of the Union 
Sulphur Company, operating the 
sulphur mines at Sulphur, La., 
fifty miles east of Beaumont, 
has been in Beaumont at inter- 
vals for two weeks. 

On both sides of the Atlantic 
Mr. Frasch is looked upon as 
the Master Retiner. His pro 
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cesses are in use in all] the great | 
retineries of the Standard Oil | 
company. Under his direction} 


and according to his plans the} 


immense refining plants of the) 
Standard Oitcompany at Bay- 
onne, N. J., Whiting, Ind., 
Cleveland. O., Olean, =N. Y., 
New York City and Philadel- 
phia, were constructed. It was 
he who invented the process by 
which the sulphur is removed 
from Lima oil, and through the 
discovery of this process Nie 
Standard company has made 
hundreds of millions. For two 
years following the application 
of the Frasch process the Stand- 
ard company refined the Lima 
ol which they had bought in its 
crude state at 14 cents a_ barrel 
in quantities amounting to 20,- 
000,000 barrels, and no one knew 
that the oil was being refined. 
It was looked upon as a fuel oil, 
and, apparently, it was bought 
by the Standard for fuel pur- 
poses. At the same time Penn- 
sylvania crude was selling 
around $2 abarrel. Small won- 
der that the Standard cleaned 
up its millions. 

It was Mr. Frasch- who dis- 
covered the process by which it 
is possible to mine the sulphur 
in the great Louisiana deposits. 
There are only two sulpbur de- 
posits now being worked. One 
ison the island of Siciiy, the 
other is at Sulphur, La., not 
far from the Texas line. The 
Frasch process is based upon the 
use of superheated water, which 
is forced down through pipes a 
distance of 600 feet or more. 
The water melts the sulphur 
and it comes to the surface in 
liquid state and is conveyed to 
vats, where it cakes. 

‘Phe cake in one of the vats 
which was cleaned out during) 
the early part of the present) 
week, amounted to 3,000 tons. | 
From the vats the sulphur, which 
is mined in a virgin pure state, 
is loaded in box carsand sipped 
to the various points of con- 
sumption. 

The boiler plant at Sulphur, 
La., has been increased from 
2,000 to. 4,000 horse power. This 
battery supplies the superheated 


water used inthe wells. Oil is 


the fuel, and at the present time 
about three cars, or 600 barrels, 
a day are consumed. Only half 
the full horse power is used, but 
in the near future the entire 
battery will be placed in opera- 
tion, and thea it will require at 
least six cars of oil a day to

While in Beaumont last week 
Mr. Frasch contracted with 
Dewey Heywood to furnish six 
cars of Jennings oil a day for 
the sulphur plant. Jennings is 
a little nearer the mines than 
Beaumont. 

In discussing the consumption 
of sulphur, Mr. Frasch stated to 
a representative of the Or IN- 
VESTORS JOURNAL that. the 
United States uses about 300 
tons a day, and that the various 
countries of the world, including 
the United States, take about 
1,000 tons aday. Asked if the 
Louisiana mines furnished all 


‘the sulphur for domestic use he 


said that such was not the case 
now, but that with the added 
power the mines at Sulphur 
would have a capacity equal to 


the consumption by the United 
‘States, and that the domestic 


would be pretty well 
controlled by the Louisiana con- 


icern. He said, at the same 


time, that Sicilian sulphur 
could be shipped to New York 
at less expense than the Louisi- 
ana product. The freight by 
water from Sicily is about $1.25 
a ton, and the freight by rail 
and water from Louisiana is 
close to $5. But it costs more 
to mine the Sicilian sulphur, and 
the American concern wiil use 
this advantage for all it is 
worth.
